Speakers  for  the  sixty-ninth  commencement  weekend  at  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
May  28-30,  will  include  a  college  president,  a  Lutheran  minister,  and  a  tele- 
vision personality,  announced  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  college  president. 


President  of  Capital  University,  Dr. 
Harold  L.  Yochum,  will  deliver  the  com- 
mencement address  May  30  when  187 
bachelor  of  arts  and  bachelor  of  science 
degrees  will  be  awarded.  Thirty-three 
one-year  and  four  two-year  business  stu- 
dents will  receive  certificates  at  the  same 
time. 

This  will  be  the  largest  group  ever  to 
graduate  from  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

The  Rev.  John  K.  Lasley  of  St.  John's 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  Statesville, 
will  give  the  baccalaureate  address  May 
29,  and  Alan  Newcomb,  WBTV  broad- 
caster will  speak  at  the  Alumni  Day  din- 
ner May  28. 

President  Since  1946 

Dr.  Yochum  has  been  president  of  Capi- 
tal University,  Columbus,  Ohio,  since 
1946.  An  ordained  Lutheran  minister,  he 
earned  his  A.  B.  degree  at  Capital,  his 
M.  A.  at  Ohio  State  University,  and  his 
B.  D.  at  Evangelical  Lutheran  Theological 
Seminary  in  Columbus. 

Three  years  before  he  assumed  its  pres- 
idency. Capital  University  awarded  him 
the  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degree. 
Last  year  Central  State  College  named 
him  honorary  doctor  of  humane  letters. 

From  1928-1939  he  was  pastor  of 
churches  in  Hessville,  Ohio,  and  Detroit, 
Michigan. 

Dr.  Yochum  served  as  president  of  the 
Michigan  District  of  the  American  Lu- 
theran Church  from  1937-1946,  and  as 
president  of  the  American  Lutheran  Con- 
ference from  1942-1946.  Form  1944-1950  he 
was  vice-president  of  the  American  Lu- 
theran   Church.    A    commissioner    ot    the 


National  Lutheran  Council  from  1940- 
1950,  he  was  president  of  its  educational 
conference  in  1950.  Since  1951  he  has 
bene  vice-president  of  the  Columbus  Area 
Council  of  Churches.  He  was  chosen  dele- 
gate of  the  American  Lutherna  Church  to 
the  Amsterdam  Assembly  in  1948,  to  the 
Evanston  Assembly  in  1954,  and  later  to 
the    World    Council   of  Churches. 

Serves   as   Chairman 

A  member  of  the  committee  on  Chris- 
tian higher  education  of  the  Association 
of  American  Colleges,  he  served  it  as 
chairman  in  1954-1955. 

In  the  education  field,  Dr.  Yochum  was 
president  of  the  Ohio  College  Association 
from  1957-1958,  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Ohio  Council  on  Teacher  Education 
since  1959,  and  secretary  (1950-54)  and 
chairman  (1954-1955)  of  the  Ohio  Foun- 
dation of  Independent  Colleges. 

Since  1956,  he  has  been  director  of  the 
Ohio  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Governor's  Ad- 
visory Council  on  Atomic  Energy  for 
the  State  of  Ohio  in  1956,  1958,  and  1960.

Serve  Church 

Both  were  chosen  for  distinguished 
ervice  to  the  church  and  their  profes- 
ions. 

Mr.  Miller,  a  native  of  Lenoir,  N.  C, 
graduated  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1939  and 
Dok  his  Bachelor  of  Divinity  at  Lutheran 
southern  Theological  seminary .  in  1942. 
m  1947  he  received  his  Master  of  Sacred 
klusic  at  the  School  of  Sacred  Music, 
Jnion  Theological  seminary,  New  York, 
J.  Y. 

Earlier  this  year  it  was  announced  that 
Ar.

He  is  pres- 
ently on  the  executive  committee  of  the 
department  and  chairman  of  its  committee 
on  church  music.  He  has  served  on  the 
joint  committee  of  the  long-range  pro- 
gram of  Parish  Education  of  the  National 
Lutheran  Council  of  Churches.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Permanent  Commission  on 
liturgy  and  the  hymnal  of  the  National 
Lutheran  Council  and  was  instrumental  in 
the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the 
new  Lutheran  Service  Book  and  Hymnal.

A  member  of  several  professional  or- 
ganizations connected  with  the  field  of 
music,  Mr.  Miller  was  founder  and  di- 
rector of  the  Lutheran  Student  Choir  of 
Greater  New  York.

The  Statesville 
church,  under  his  pastorship,  has  recently 
completed  a  $350,000  relocation  and  build- 
ing program.  Twice  in  Goldsboro  and 
twice  in  Statesville,  he  has  been  president 
of  the  local  ministerial  associations.

He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  North

After  returning  from  service,  he  went 
into  radio,  working  in  Asheville  (WNCA), 
Columbia,  S.  C.  (WIS),  Greenville,  S.  C. 
(WFBC),  finally  coming  to  Charlotte  in 
1954  with  connections  in  both  radio  and 
television. 

He  is  noted  for  his  interest  in  the 
North  Carolina  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society, 
serving  it  as  second  vice-chairman  of  the 
board,  and  as  state  publicity  chairman.  He 
is  married  and  has  two  children,  aged  ten 
and  four.

The  Lenoir  Rhyne  a  cappella  choir,  now  in  its  twenty-fifth  year,  is  noted 
for  bringing  among  the  finest  in  sacred  musi2  to  the  Eastern  Seaboard  states. 
Last  month  its  annual  spring  tour  took  it  to  eight  Lutheran  churches  in; 
South  CaroHna,  Georgia,  and  Florida. 


Head  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  music  depart- 
ment, Kenneth  B.  Lee,  has  directed  the 
choir  since  its  reorganization  in  1935.  He 
received  his  bachelor's  degree  in  music 
from  St.  Olaf  College,  Northfield,  Minne- 
sota. While  there  he  was  a  member  and 
the  bass  section  leader  of  the  famed  St. 
Olaf  Choir.  He  received  his  master's  de- 
gree from  the  American  Conservatory  of 
Music  in  Chicago. 

Limits  Membership 

In  recent  years  the  choir  has  limited  its 
membership  to  approximately  sixty  stu- 
dents. Over  the  years,  Mr.  Lee,  through 
demanding  and  constant  practice,  well- 
chosen  music,  and  careful  selection  of 
choir  members  has  built  the  a  capella 
group  into  a  favorite  representative  of 
the  college. 

In  September  the  music  department, 
which  he  has  headed  since  1955,  will  move 
to  new  quarters  in  the  Mauney  Music 
Building,  gift  of  W.  K.  Mauney  and  fami- 
ly of  Kings  Mountain.

United  Lutheran  Churches  in  North

Over  100  Lutheran  congregations  heard 
college  professors  and  students  present  the 
cause  of  Christian  Higher  Education  and 
an  institutional  progress  report  as  part 
of  the  national  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion emphasis  month.

Dr.  Hall,  '1900,  Spends  Time  In  Japan, 
China;  Reports  Work  Of  Asian  Church 


Dr.  John  Hall,  class  of  1900,  reports  to 
the  Alumni  Office  that  he  spent  part  of 
1959  on  a  visit  to  Japan  and  China.  His 
note  on  the  work  of  the  church  in  these 
countries  was  so  interesting  that  it  is 
printed  below  for  all  alumni  to  read. 

"Spent  from  May  25,  1959  to  July  27 
same  year  on  a  visit  to  Japan  and  China. 
Visited  three  Lutheran  Theological  semi- 
naries, Tokyo,  Taipei,  Taiwan  (Formosa) 
and  Kobe,  and  many  churches.  Dr.  Nel- 
son, president  of  Augustana  Seminary, 
Taipei,  was  quite  enthusiastic  with  respect 
to  the  work  there.  On  January  19,  1960, 
the  new  seminary  buildings  opposite  the 
Air  Force  hospital  were  dedicated.  In  its 
third  year  of  operation  there  is  a  student 
body   of  twenty-five. 

"With  the  able  assistance  of  my  friend, 


Dr.  Stirewalt  and  many  missionaries,  I 
was  given  a  comprehensive  view  of  Lu- 
theran work  in  Japan,  visiting  all  areas 
except  the  extreme  North  where  the  Mis- 
souri Synod  is  operating.  The  largest 
protestant  body  of  workers  is  Lutheran, 
representing  fifteen  groups  and  at  least 
seven  nations.  The  work  can  be  expected 
to  progress  slowly  but  steadily.  It  seems 
to  be  better  received  by  the  middle  and 
upper  class.  A  judge  of  the  Court  of  .Ap- 
peals, Tokyo,  approached  Dr.  Stirewalt 
and  asked  instruction  and  reception  on 
the  basis  of  the  conduct  of  the  members 
of  the  Americans  of  the  armed  forces.  It 
was  granted.  Lutherans  voluntarily  dis- 
trict the  country  to  avoid  competition."

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TRUSTEES  ASSURE  COLLEGE  UNION 


Lenoir  Rhyne  College  students  are  now 
assured  a  college  union  building  in  the 
near  future.  The  college  board  of  trustees, 
in  its  recent  spring  meeting,  set  a  tenta- 
tive budgetary  figure  of  $600,000  for  the 
first  unit  of  the  project. 

In  a  planning  report  made  to  the  board, 
consultant  Frank  Noffke  of  College  Plan- 
ning Associates,  suggested  that  the  build- 
ing program  be  completed  in  two  phases, 
the  first  unit  to  provide  the  basic  union 
facilities,  and  the  second  to  be  undertaken 
at  some  later  date. 

This  procedure  was  adopted  by  the  trus- 
tees, who  authorized  the  buildings  and 
grounds  committee  to  proceed  with  the 
studies  and  the  development  of  plans  on 


the  basis  of  these  preliminary  findings.  As 
soon  as  necessary  plans  can  be  completed, 
the  building  will  be  started. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-three  candi- 
dates for  graduation  were  approved  by 
the  board  on  condition  that  all  require- 
ments for  graduation  are  met  by  the  sen- 
iors by  May  30. 

In  addition,  the  board  adopted  an  oper- 
ational budget  for  1960-61  of  $1,007,160. 
This  is  the  first  operational  budget  to 
exceed  the  one  million  dollar  mark  in 
the  history  of  the  college.  The  budget  for 
the  current  year,  however,  fell  only  a  few 
thousand  dollars  short  of  the  mark. 

At  present,  Lenoir  Rhyne  has  an  annual 
enrollment  of  approximately  960  students.
